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INTRODUCTION 


The  purpose  of  this  guidebook  is  to  assist  Department  of 
Rehabilitative  Services  counselors,  high  school  guidance 
counselors,  and  others  in  the  helping  professions  to  assist 
physically  disabled  persons  with  college  placement. 

The  book  is  divided  into  ten  parts.  The  introduction 
discusses  the  make  up  of  the  book  and  contains  a  brief  summary 
of  Section  504  of  the  Rehabilitation  Act  of  1973.  Following 
this  is  a  brief  statement  of  the  rights  of  every  handicapped 
person  as  mandated  by  Section  504. 

The  next  three  sections  are  concerned  with  the  72  colleges 
and  universities  in  the  State  of  Virginia.  The  first  section 
deals  with  the  private  two  year  colleges  followed  by  the  public 
and  private  four  year  colleges.  An  introduction  to  the  Virginia 
Community  College  system  is  given  and  then  the  two  year 
community  colleges  are  presented.  Two  sections  are  preceded  by 
maps  showing  the  colleges'  locations. 

The  index  of  majors  is  organized  to  allow  a  person  to  find 
which  colleges  may  offer  programs  that  interest  him/her.  Instruc¬ 
tions  for  using  the  index  are  located  with  it. 

The  index  of  financial  costs  at  each  school  is  given  to  aid 
the  student  in  ascertaining  the  cost  of  attendance  at  the  school 
of  his/her  choice. 

The  disability  experience  index  was  developed  to  show  the 
experience  colleges  have  had  with  disabilities:  The  information 
contained  in  the  grid  does  not  mean  to  imply  that  persons  with 
those  checked  disabilities  are  present  on  campus  at  this  time. 

A  definition  of  terms  used  in  the  guidebook  and  in  the  various 
indexes  is  given  to  clarify  any  question  by  the  user  of  the  guide¬ 
book  as  to  the  meaning  of  terms  used  in  the  book. 

This  guidebook  is  not  meant  to  be  used  to  decide  the  one 
college  to  which  you  wish  to  apply.  You  may  want  to  select  several 
colleges  about  which  you  want  more  information.  Your  next  step 
should  be  to  use  several  of  the  college  guidebooks  mentioned  on 
page  3  of  this  book.  These  books  should  be  used  to  narrow  down 
your  choices.  The  most  important  part  of  your  application  pro¬ 
cedure  should  be  a  campus  visit  to  each  school  in  which  you  are 
seriously  interested.  Talk  to  members  of  the  administration,  visit 
the  contact  person  and  generally  try  the  campus  on  for  size. 
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Remember,  you  are  the  person  that  will  have  to  live  and  work 
there. 

The  following  are  suggestions  for  handicapped  students 
in  search  of  a  college.  (These  are  taken  from  the  article, 

"How  to  Choose  the  Right  College  for  You",  Accent  on  Living, 
Fall,  1975). 

1.  Get  the  names  of  a  number  of  schools  which  are 
outstanding  in  your  field  of  interest. 

2.  Reguest  information  from  the  colleges  on  your  list 
and  ask  for  any  specific  information  they  may  have 
for  disabled  students. 

3.  Contact  the  state  Vocational  Rehabilitation  office 
for  information  on  colleges  in  a  particular  state 
with  facilities  for  disabled  students. 

4.  You  may  consider  attending  a  nearby  two  year  college 
in  your  area  and  transferring  to  a  specialized 
college  for  your  junior  and  senior  years.  Before 
doing  this,  contact  the  four  year  college  you  want 
to  graduate  from  and  see  if  this  is  possible. 

5.  Visit  the  campuses  you  are  considering  if  at  all 
possible  and  evaluate  them  on  the  following  points: 

Check  entrances  and  doorways  that  you  will  use  most 
frequently  for  accessibility. 

Be  sure  you  can  get  accessible  and  acceptable  on 
campus  or  off  campus  housing. 

Are  the  cafeterias  easy  to  get  to  and  use? 

Are  the  classrooms,  lecture  halls,  libraries  and 
laboratories  relatively  accessible?(Especially 
specialty  libraries  in  your  field  of  interest.) 

Are  such  places  as  restrooms,  public  telephones  and 
water  fountains  accessible? 

Are  areas  like  the  theatre,  student  union,  art 
galleries  and  museums  accessible? 

If  you  are  athletic,  find  our  about  athletics  for 
the  disabled  students. 

Are  there  facilities  where  both  major  and  routine 
repairs  can  be  made  on  wheelchairs  or  other 
equipment  you  may  need? 

If  you  drive,  find  out  if  there  are  special  parking 
areas  and  how  many. 

Is  there  bus  transportation  available  for  disabled 
students? 

Find  out  if  there  is  a  disabled  student  program  and/ 
or  center. 
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Are  there  disabled  students'  offices  and  specific 
advisors  or  counselors  for  disabled  students? 

Last,  but  not  least,  talk  with  some  disabled 
students  before  making  a  firm  decision  to  attend. 

Special  Services  Program  is  one  component  of  a  federal 
funded  group  of  programs  called  Trio.  Physically  disabled 
students  automatically  qualify  for  the  services  offered  by 
Special  Services.  The  services  are  designed  to  assist  students 
in  completing  their  educational  or  training  goals  and  are  free. 
Services  available  to  disabled  students  include  counseling, 
tutoring  and  cultural  activities.  Listed  below  are  the  colleges 
in  Virginia  with  Special  Services  Programs:

The  following  summary  of  Section  504  of  the  Rehabilitation 
Act  of  1973  was  condensed  from  summaries  prepared  by  Merrill, 

October  1976.  Final  regulations  to  implement  Section  504 
appeared  in  the  May  4,  1977  issue  of  the  Federal  Register. 

If  you  are  disabled  read  and  understand  this  section. 

"KINDS  OF  DISCRIMINATION  PROHIBITED:  In  general,  no 
qualified  handicapped  person  may,  because  of  handicap,  be 
excluded  from  or  be  denied  the  benefits  of  any  program. 

A  recipient  of  federal  funds  may  not  discriminate  in  any 
of  the  following  ways: 

By  denying  handicapped  persons  participation  in  or 
the  benefits  of  a  program  without  affording  to  them  opportunities 
which  are  equal  to  those  afforded  to  non-handicapped  persons. 

This  does  not  mean  that  the  recipient  must  guarantee  that 
handicapped  persons  must  achieve  as  much  as  non-handicapped 
persons,  only  that  they  have  the  same  opportunity  to  do  so. 

By  choosing  a  location  for  a  facility  which  denies 
handicapped  persons  the  chance  to  participate  in  or  benefit 
from  the  program  conducted  in  the  facility. 

By  providing  assistance  to  any  agency  or  person 
which  discriminates  against  handicapped  persons  or  by  entering 
into  contracts  or  arrangements  with  organizations  which 
di scrimi nate . 


By  using  criteria  and  methods  of  administration 
which  discriminate  against  handicapped  persons  when  determining 
what  benefits  will  go  to  what  class  of  persons  in  new  programs. 

MON- DISCRIMINATION  IN  EMPLOYMENT  PRACTICES:  In  qeneral , 
an  organization  may  not  discriminate  in  any  aspect  of  employ¬ 
ment.  Handicapped  applicants  or  employees  may  not  be  segregated 
or  classified  in  any  manner  which  may  result  in  unequal  treat¬ 
ment.  Jobs  may  not  be  reserved  solely  for  handicapped  persons, 
nor  can  there  be  separate  career  ladders,  seniority  lists, 
types  of  leave,  fringe  benefits,  selection  for  training  or 
conferences  or  employee  social  or  recreational  activities. 

NON-DISCRIMINATION  IN  ENROLLMENT  PRACTICES:  Recruitment: 

If  the  college  recruits  non-handicapped  students,  it  must  recruit 
handicapped  persons.  Recruiting  efforts  must  include  schools 
for  handicapped  persons. 
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Treatment  of  Students:  Handicapped  students  may  not  be  denied 
any  opportunity  afforded  non-handicapped  students  under  any  pro¬ 
gram,  including  academic,  occupational  training,  health,  counseling, 
financial  aid,  physical  education,  recreation,  extracurri cul ar 
or  other  programs.  The  college  may  not  enter  into  arrangements 
with  agencies  which  discriminate. 

Financial  Assistance  and  Outside  Employment:  Discrimination 
in  any  form  is  prohibited.  A  college  which  assists  students  in 
gaining  outside  employment  must  assure  itself  that  the  provisions 
of  Section  504  relating  to  employment  are  not  violated. 

Physical  Education,  Athletics,  Counseling  and  Placement  Services, 

Social  Organizations:  Generally,  discrimination  is  prohibited. 

If  the  school  offers  physical  education  courses,  intercollegiate 
clubs  or  intramural  athletics,  it  must  offer  comparable 
opportunities  for  participation  by  handicapped  students.  Handi¬ 
capped  students  may  not  be  counseled  towards  more  restrictive 
career  objectives. 

DISCRIMINATORY  EMPLOYMENT  AND  ADMISSIONS  CRITERIA  MAY  NOT  BE  USED: 

Mo  qualified  handicapped  person  may  be  denied  admission  or  employ¬ 
ment  or  be  subjected  to  discrimination  because  of  handicap. 

There  may  be  no  limit  on  the  number  of  handicapped  persons  who 
may  be  admitted  or  employed.  No  test  or  criterion  for  admission 
or  employment  which  has  the  effect  of  excluding  a  disproportionate 
number  of  handicapped  persons  may  be  used  unless  (1)  it  has  been 
demonstrated  that  the  test  does,  in  fact,  show  who  will  be 
successful  in  the  program  or  job  and  (2)  no  other  effective,  but 
less  discriminatory ,  test  is  available.  In  particular,  when  a 
tester  must  be  able  to  show  that  the  test  is  an  accurate  measure 
of  the  skills  being  tested  and  not  of  sensory,  manual  speaking 
ability  (except  where  these  abilities  are  the  skills  being 
measured) . 

LIMITED  PRE-EMPLOYMENT  INQUIRIES  ABOUT  A  HANDICAP  MAY  BE  MADE: 

The  only  inquiries  permissible  are  those  which  are  necessary 
to  determine  whether  the  person  has  a  handicap  which  (1)  is  a 
hazard  to  that  person  or  to  other  employees  or  (2)  is  one  which 
requires  an  accommodation.  No  inquiry  may  be  made  about  an 
applicant's  handicap  in  a  manner  which  results  in  discrimination. 
Inquiry  must  include  a  statement  that  the  information  received 
will  not  be  used  to  discriminate.  Any  information  regarding  the 
person's  medical  condition  or  history  must  be  collected  on 
separate  forms  and  must  be  treated  as  confidential  medical 
records. 

LIMITED  PRE-ADMISSION  INQUIRIES  ABOUT  A  HANDICAP  MAY  BE  MADE: 

The  only  pre-admission  inquiry  which  may  be  made  about  a  handicap 
is  one  which  is  necessary  to  enable  compliance  with  Section  504. 
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Where  the  normal  criteria  for  admission  do  not  adequately  measure 
the  ability  of  handicapped  persons,  different  criteria  may  be 
used  if  they  (a)  further  the  equal  educational  opportunities  of 
the  handicapped  person,  (b)  do  not  give  preference  based  on 
handicap  and  (c)  are  useful  predictors  of  success  in  the  program. 

REASONABLE  ACCOMMODATION  MUST  BE  MADE  FOR  HANDICAPPED  EMPLOYEES: 
The  regulations  require  the  following: 

An  employer  shall  make  reasonable  accommodation  to  the 
physical  or  mental  limitations  of  a  handicapped  applicant 
or  employee  unless  it  can  be  demonstrated  that  the 
accommodation  would  impose  an  undue  hardship  on  the 
organization. 

Reasonable  accommodation  includes  (1)  making  facilities 
used  by  employees  usable  by  handicapped  persons  and 
(2)  job  restructuring  part-time  or  modified  work 
schedules,  acquisition  or  modification  of  equipment  or 
devices  and  other  similar  actions. 

In  determining  whether  an  accommodation  would  impose  an 
undue  hardship,  factors  to  be  considered  include  the  size 
of  the  program,  wlith  respect  to  number  of  employees, 
number  and  type  of  facilities  and  size  of  budget,  the  type 
of  the  operation,  including  the  composition  and  structure 
of  the  work  force  and  the  nature  and  cost  of  the  accommo¬ 
dation  needed. 

An  employer  may  not  deny  employment  to  a  qualified  handi¬ 
capped  employee  or  applicant  because  it  would  be  necessary 
to  make  reasonable  accommodation. 

Reasonable  Accommodation  in  Academic  Requirements:  A  college 
must  modify  its  academic  requirements  as  is  necessary  to  ensure 
that  the  requirements  do  not  discriminate.  This  may  necessitate 
changing  the  length  of  time  required  to  complete  a  degree, 
substituting  one  course  requirement  for  another  or  adapting 
the  manner  in  which  courses  are  conducted.  Academic  require¬ 
ments  which  are  essential  to  the  program  being  pursued  by  the 
student,  or  which  are  essential  to  a  directly  related  licensing 
requirement,  are  not  considered  to  be  discriminatory .  Other 
rules,  such  as  prohibiting  tape  recorders  in  classrooms  or 
guide  dogs  in  campus  buildings,  may  not  be  imposed  if  they 
limit  participation  in  the  program.  Course  examinations  must 
be  given  to  persons  with  sensory,  manual  or  speaking  impairments 
in  such  a  way  that  the  test  results  are  not  affected  by  the 
impairment  (unless  the  impaired  skill  is  the  one  being  tested). 

No  student  with  sensory,  manual  or  speaking  impairments  may  be 
excluded  or  denied  the  benefits  of  a  program  due  to  a  lack  of 
auxiliary  aids.  It  is  not  required  that  attendants,  individually 
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prescribed  devices,  readers  for  personal  use  or  study  or  other 
devices  of  a  personal  nature  be  supplied  by  the  college. 

ALL  PROGRAMS  MUST  BE  PHYSICALLY  ACCESSIBLE  TO  HANDICAPPED  PERSONS: 
This  must  be  done  by  eliminating  physical  obstacles  or  by  other 
methods  which  will  allow  access  to  handicapped  persons.  It  is 
not  required  that  each  existing  facility  be  accessible  but  that 
each  college,  when  viewed  in  its  entirety,  be  accessible. 

Methods  of  providing  for  accessibility  may  include  altering 
existing  facilities,  building  new  facilities,  redesigning 
equipment,  reassigning  classes  or  assigning  aides  to  handicapped 
persons.  DEADLINES :  All  programs  must  be  made  accessible  as  soon 
as  possible,  but  no  later  than  June  1980.  NEW  CONSTRUCTION: 

A  facility  designed,  constructed,  or  altered  must  meet  American 
National  Standards  Institute  (ANSI)  standards  for  accessibility. 
RESPONSIBLE  EMPLOYEE  MUST  BE  DESIGNATED:  Designate  at  least 
one  person  to  be  responsible  for  compliance  and  adopt  and 
publish  a  grievance  procedure  to  resolve  any  disputes  that  arise 
under  the  law.

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ACCESSIBILITY  PROJECT  METHODOLOGY 


The  president  of  each  participating  college  and  university 
in  Virginia  was  contacted  by  letter.  The  letter  explained  the 
goal  of  the  Accessibility  Project.  It  asked  that  a  contact 
person  be  named  at  each  institution  to  work  with  the  Accessi¬ 
bility  Project.  After  the  contact  person  was  named,  a  question¬ 
naire  was  sent  to  that  person.  The  questionnaire  was  taken  from 
The  College  Guide  for  Students  with  Disabilities,  (Cambridge, 

Mass.,  ABT  Associates)  and  modified  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
project.  When  the  completed  questionnaire  was  returned  to  the 
project  office,  a  member  of  the  staff  would  visit  the  institu¬ 
tion.  The  purpose  of  the  campus  visit  was  to  clarify  any  questions 
on  the  questionnaire  and  to  leave  a  packet  containing  material 
dealing  with  college  accessibility. 

The  information  from  the  questionnaire  and  the  campus  visit 
was  used  to  write  a  description  of  the  college  that  was  sent  to 
the  President  of  the  college  for  his/her  final  approval. 
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STATEMENT  CONCERNING  RIGHTS  OF  HANDICAPPED

Compliance  is  not  only  a  moral  responsibility;  it  is  a  matter 
of  obeying  the  law.  Reasonable  accommodation  of  all  handicapped 
students  is  required  by  law  in  all  colleges  and  universities 
receiving  any  federal  funds.  Institutions  must  remove  both 
physical  and  psychological  barriers  to  participation  in  their 
programs  by  handicapped  persons.

Therefore,  classrooms  can  be  changed,  early  registration  is  possible, 
and  other  assistance  provided  when  necessary. 

There  is  no  formal  policy  written  for  special  services  at 
Hampden-Sydney.

Lynchburg  has  adopted  a  personal  and  an  individualized 
approach  to  meet  the  needs  of  a  disabled  student.  The  hilly 
terrain  and  many  steps  on  campus  may  present  difficulty  for 
persons  with  certain  types  of  disabilities.  However,  the  dis¬ 
abled  student  is  worked  with  very  closely  by  the  Dean  of  Students, 
the  Office  of  Admissions,  in  making  necessary  adjustments.

Admissions  to  the  University  of  Richmond  are  ranked  as 
competitive.  Students  interested  in  admission  to  the  University 
should  note  that  requirements  to  the  different  colleges  within 
the  University  do  differ.  However,  the  general  requirements 
are:  At  least  16  units  of  high  school  work  (including  English, 
Math,  Science,  and  a  foreign  language);  Recommendations  and 
transcript  of  work  done  and  work  in  progress;  SAT  scores 
(or  ACT)  and  three  Achievement  Tests  (English,  Mathmatics,  and 
a  third  one  of  the  students  choice).  The  deadline  for  regular 
admissions  is  February  15. 

Programs,  policies,  and  procedures  are  currently  being 
prepared  at  the  University  of  Richmond.  However,  the  University 
of  Richmond  is  geared  to  adjust  and  assist  when  necessary. 
Special  Services  are  also  included  in  the  projects  currently 
being  studied.  Out  of  the  study  will  come  the  kinds  of  services 
that  will  be  provided.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  University 
of  Richmond,  because  of  its  location,  is  extremely  close  to  the 
state  level  DRS  and  all  its  services  to  the  disabled.

Virginia  Commonwealth  University  is  a  coeducational, 
state-supported  university  located  in  the  center  of  Richmond, 
Virginia's  capital  city, and  enrolling  more  than  18,000  students. 
The  University  has  a  diverse  student  body,  with  students  of  all 
ages  and  from  every  segment  of  society.  While  dormitory 
facilities  are  available  for  students  who  wish  to  live  on 
campus,  the  majority  of  students  commute  from  their  homes  or 
from  apartments  rented  in  the  large  residential  neighborhood 
surrounding  the  University. 

A  broad  span  of  degree  programs  is  offered  by  the  twelve 
schools  of  the  University  on  two  downtown  campuses  (Health 
Sciences  on  the  MCV  campus  and  the  remainder  of  the  offerings 
are  on  the  Academic  campus).  The  scheduling  of  programs  on 
the  Academic  campus  is  different  from  most  institutions.

Admission  to  the  Academic  campus 
is  ranked  as  competitive.  An  applicant  must  be  a  graduate  of 
an  accredited  secondary  school  or  hold  a  GED  certificate, 
submit  an  official  application  form  with  a  $10.00  non-ref undable 
application  fee,  official  transcripts  of  courses  completed, 
and  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  Scores.  In  addition,  applicants 
to  the  School  of  Arts  are  required  to  complete  the  Art  Port¬ 
folio  Packet.  It  is  strongly  suggested  that  any  disabled 
applicant  make  a  personal  visit  to  VCU  to  tour  the  two  campuses 
and  talk  with  faculty  members  and  other  students  enrolled  in 
his/her  field  of  particular  interest. 

Although  many  of  the  buildings  at  VCU  are  Historic 
Landmarks,  the  University  has  spent  much  time  in  researching 
and  planning  the  implementation  of  making  most  buildings  on 
the  campuses  accessible.  Prior  to  the  implementation  of  these 
plans  the  University  is  endeavoring  to  make  all  curricula 
offerings  accessible,  and  any  member  of  the  University's 
Faculty  or  Administration  can  assist  the  disabled  when  a  need 
ari ses.

By  virtue  of  the  name,  Washington  &  Lee,  one  automatically 
can  assume  that  this  school  is  steeped  in  U.S.  History.  The 
name  Washington  because  George  Washington  saved  the  school 
from  possible  oblivion  with  an  endowment  of  $50,000.  This 
gift  remains  a  part  of  the  University's  endowment,  thus, 
every  W&L  student  can  say  that  George  Washington's  gift  has 
helped  to  finance  his  education.  The  name  Lee  because 
Robert  E.  Lee  while  president  of  the  college  was  extremely 
successful  in  increasing  the  school's  endowment  and  incor¬ 
porating  the  Lexington  School  of  Law  into  a  part  of  what  was 
then  Washington  College.  President  Lee  also  was  responsible 
for  expanding  the  range  of  instruction  at  Washington  College. 

He  transformed  it  into  a  truly  national  institution,  a  place 
where  young  men  from  north  and  south  could  study  together  in 
harmony.  President  Lee  died  in  October,  1870,  and  early  the 
next  year  the  name  of  the  institution  was  changed  to  that 
which  it  bears  today:  Washington  &  Lee  University. 

Admission  to  W&L  is  ranked  as  competitive.  Some  360 
young  men  are  choosen  from  approximately  1300  applications 
yearly.  Application  credentials  should  include:  A  high  school 
transcript;  scores  from  college  entrance  board  examinations; 
and  an  application  filled  out  by  the  interested  student.  Any 
specific  questions  should  be  directed  to  the  Director  of 
Admissions.

Introduction 

The  Virginia  Community  College  System  (VCCS)  is  committed 
to  providing  educational  opportunities  to  all  persons.  The 
V CCS  does  not  discriminate  on  the  basis  of  handicap  against 
qualified  individuals  by  excluding  them  from  participation  in, 
denying  them  the  benefits  of,  or  subjecting  them  to,  discrimin¬ 
ation  under  any  VCCS  program  or  activity. 

I .  General  Information 

The  Virginia  Community  College  System  is  composed  of  23 
two-year  undergraduate  public  institutions  at  33  campus  locations 
throughout  the  State.  Each  college  is  a  non-residential  institution. 
Transportation  to  and  from  the  campus  is  the  responsibility  of 
each  student.  The  VCCS  operates  on  a  four  quarter  system  that 
includes  a  summer  session.  Each  academic  quarter  is  approximately 
11  weeks  in  duration.  Calendars  for  the  school  year  are  pro¬ 
vided  in  each  community  college's  catalog.  The  faculty,  staff, 
and  administration  are  committed  to  working  with  a  diverse  student 
body  including  the  handicapped.  The  disabled  are  encouraged  to 
become  a  vital  part  of  the  mainstream  of  campus  life. 

II.  Hi  story 

In  1966,  the  Virginia  General  Assembly  enacted  legislation 
establishing  a  Statewide  system  of  comprehensive  community 
colleges  to  be  located  in  regions  serving  every  Virginian.  The 
State  Department  of  Technical  Education,  under  the  direction  of 
Dr.  Dana  B.  Hamel,  was  reorganized  to  form  the  State  Department 
of  Community  Colleges.  Since  that  time,  each  community  college 
has  educated  and  provided  services  to  disabled  persons  in  Virginia. 

III.  Expenses 

A.  Tuition 

The  tuition  per  quarter  is  as  follows:

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Payment  of  tuition  also  enables  the  student  to  obtain  a  student 
identification  card  making  him  eligible  to  use  the  library, 
bookstore,  student  lounge,  and  other  facilities  of  the  college. 

B.  Activity  Fee 

A  non-ref undable  student  activity  fee  of  $1.25,  in  addition  to 
tuition,  may  be  paid  by  full-time  students  if  the  college's 
student  body  voted  to  levy  the  fee.  The  fee  is  optional  for 
part-time  students. 

Since  all  VCCS  colleges  are  non-residential  commuter  schools, 
no  housing  or  food  costs  are  involved.  Students  will  incur  costs 
for  books  and  supplies  which  vary  depending  on  the  program  of  enrollment. 

IV.  Financial  Aid 


It  is  the  belief  of  the  VCCS  that  no  student  should  be  denied 
the  opportunity  to  pursue  their  educational/vocational  goals  due  to 
lack  of  financial  means.  There  are  a  number  of  Federal,  State  and 
Local  loans,  grants  and  scholarships  normally  available,  which  may 
include: 

-  Basic  Education  Opportunity  Grant 

-  College  Work-Study  Program 

-  College  Scholarship  Assistance  Program 

-  Supplemental  Educational  Opportunity  Grant 

-  Guaranteed  Student  Loan  Program 

-  National  Direct  Student  Loan 

-  Virginia  Education  Loan  Authority 

Factors  considered  in  determining  the  receipt  of  financial  aid  are 
demonstrated  need  and,  in  some  instances,  academic  ability.  In 
addition  to  the  traditional  jobs  performed  by  college  work-study 
students,  the  college  might  also  use  the  program  for  reader  services, 
text  transcription  and  other  activities  to  help  the  handicapped  student 
on  campus.  Most  colleges  also  have  an  Office  of  Veterans'  Affairs 
to  administer  veterans'  programs.  The  Department  of  Rehabilitative 
Services  offers  financial  aid  to  certain  categories  of  handicapped 
students  who  have  demonstrated  a  need  for  aid  and  who  have  met 
certain  eligibility  criteria. 


V.  Admissions 


The  VCCS  operates  under  an  open  enrollment  policy.  The 
community  colleges  will  accept  any  person  who  is  18  years  of 
age,  or  has  a  high  school  diploma  or  the  equivalent,  and  in  any 
case,  is  able  to  benefit  from  a  program  at  a  college.  There 
are  specific  requirements  for  admission  into  most  programs  as  well 
as  certain  subject  prerequisites  within  the  curricula. 

A  preadmission  interview  is  not  required  but  is  strongly 
encouraged  for  students  who  have  special  needs  to  be  met. 

For  preadmission  interviews,  interpreters  should  be  provided  and 
paid  for  by  the  Virginia  Council  for  the  Deaf.  An  interview  with 
a  counselor  is  required  of  all  students  for  entrance  into  a 
curriculum.  Interviews  are  normally  held  at  the  college  in  order 
that  students  may  see  what  services  and  facilities  are  available 
to  meet  their  needs.  Disabled  students  with  special  requirements 
are  encouraged  to  apply  early  so  that  the  college  and  the  student 
will  have  ample  time  to  work  toward  providing  for  identified  needs 
prior  to  the  commencement  of  classes. 

VI.  General  Services  Provided  to  all  Students 


Student  services  are  of  a  general  nature,  however,  the 
community  colleges  try  to  meet  the  particular  needs  of  the 
disabled  as  these  needs  become  known.  Student  services  normally 
include  the  following: 

1.  Orientation  to  campus  life  for  new  students. 

2.  Academic,  vocational/career,  psychological,  veterans 
affairs,  and  financial  aid  counseling. 

3.  Career/ job  planning  and  preparation. 

4.  Developmental  courses  to  remedy  learning  deficiencies 
or  to  provide  course  prerequisites. 

5.  Peer  tutors  -  Peer  tutors  are  provided  when  and  if 
volunteers  are  available.  If  payment  is  required  by 
the  tutor,  it  is  the  responsibility  of  the  student  to 
provide  the  cost  of  such. 

6.  Faculty  advisors  in  the  student's  field  of  special¬ 
ization. 

7.  Audio-visual  services  for  general  classroom  and 
program  use. 

8.  Job  placement  -  Job  placement  and  follow-up  services 
are  available  to  part-time  and  full-time  students 
while  attending  school,  upon  graduation,  or  after 
graduation. 

9.  Student  activities  program  to  provide  for  social, 
cultural  and  recreational  needs. 


VII.  Special  Services  for  the  Disabled 


Reasonable  accommodations  will  be  made,  upon  request,  to 
assist  disabled  students  to  function  at  their  maximum  level. 

The  procedure  for  requesting  accommodations  is  detailed  in 
Appendix  C  of  the  VCCS  Guidebook,  "Services  for  the  Handicapped". 
Interested  persons  should  see  the  Dean  of  Student  Services  at 
the  college  for  information  on  requesting  special  accommodation. 
Accommodations  made  for  the  disabled  include  the  following: 

1.  Captioned  films. 

2.  Registration  assistance  including  early  registration, 
if  necessary. 

3.  Orientation  assistance. 

4.  Adaptation  in  class  attendance  policy,  if  necessary. 

5.  Classroom  changes  to  accessible  locations. 

6.  No  restrictions  on  gui dedogs  entering  the  building. 

7.  Tape  recording  of  class  meetings  by  students  will  be 
permitted  at  faculty  member's  discretion. 

8.  In  some  instances,  course  substitutions,  (i.e., 

Health  class  for  P.E.  requirements)  may  be  made. 
Substitutions  will  be  based  on  individual  circumstances; 
State  certification,  degree  or  licensing  requirements; 
etc. 

9.  Designated  parking  close  to  each  building  will  be 
provided,  as  needed. 

10.  Instructional  adaptations  based  on  individual  needs. 
Students  can  make  arrangements  with  the  instructors 
if  individualized  course  testing  is  necessary. 

11.  No  restrictions  will  be  made  on  the  equipment  students 
may  wish  to  use  in  class  (i.e.,  talking  calculators, 
brai  Her) . 

12.  Extension  of  time  limits  on  degree  or  certificate 
completion  requirements  will  be  made. 

13.  Interpreters  -  Interpreters  can  be  provided  for  class 
meetings,  required  student  activities,  and  meetings 
with  school  administrators  and  counselors.  Interpreters 
are  not  provided  for  tutoring  sessions. 

]4.  Mobility  orientation  as  providedtthrough  the  Virginia 
Commission  for  the  Visually  Handicapped  is  available. 

15.  Assistance  in  acquiring  taped,  braille  or  large  print 
text  will  be  provided.  The  community  college  will  see 
that  texts  are  available  to  students  prior  to  the 
commencement  of  class  but  will  not  pay  for  text  or 
transcriptions . 
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The  Virginia  Community  Colleges  will  exercise  all  reasonable  effort 
to  encourage  volunteers  to  assist  the  disabled.  The  following 
services  are  provided  if  and  when  volunteers  are  available: 

1.  Readers  for  academic  use  but  not  for  personal  reading. 

2.  Notetakers. 

3.  Peer  and  staff  tutors.  (Fees,  if  charged,  will  be  paid 
by  the  student.) 

4.  Attendants.

EXPLANATION  OF  DISABILITY  TERMS  USED: 

Non-Ambulatory:  Physical  impairments  that,  regardless  of  cause, 
confine  persons  to  a  wheelchair.  In  this  category  are 
individuals  ranging  in  severity  of  disabilities:  the 
paraplegic  with  permanent  paralysis  to  lower  limbs;  the 
quadraplegic  with  permanent  paralysis  to  lower  limbs  as 
well  as  differing  degrees  of  paralysis  to  upper  extremities; 
and  the  hemiplegic  with  differing  degrees  of  paralysis 
affecting  one  half  of  the  body. 
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Semi -Ambulatory:  Physical  impairments  that  cause  a  person  to 
walk  with  difficulty.  The  semi -ambulatory  include  people 
using  crutches,  walkers  or  braces,  amputees,  arthritics, 
and  those  with  pulmonary  or  cardiac  ailments. 

Coordination  Pi sabi 1i ties:  Impairments  of  muscle  control  to 
to  the  limbs,  resulting  in  faulty  coordination. 

Sight  Disabilities:  Impairments  affecting  sight  totally  or 
partially. 

Hearing  Disabilities:  Impairments  affecting  hearing  totally 
or  partially. 

Speech  Impairments:  Impairments  affecting  totally  or  partially 
the  ability  to  communicate  orally. 

Learning  Disabilities:  Impairments  that  impede  the  normal 
learning  process. 

Mental  or  Psychological  Disorders:  Impairments  affecting  normal 
mental  processes  or  emotional  stability. 

Other:  Chronic  health  problems  such  as  diabetes,  epilepsy, 
hemophilia. 

HANDICAPPED:  Any  person  who  has  a  physical  or  mental  impairment 
which  substantially  limits  one  or  more  major  life  activities- 
functions  such  as  caring  for  one's  self,  performing  manual 
tasks,  walking,  seeing,  hearing,  speaking,  breathing,  learning, 
and  working. 

DISABLED:  Term  used  interchangeably  with  "handicapped". 

REASONABLE  ACCOMMODATION:  Institutions  shall  make  accommodation 
to  the  known  physical  or  mental  limitations  of  an  otherwise 
qualified  handicapped  applicant,  unless  the  college  or 
university  can  demonstrate  that  the  accommodation  would 
impose  an  undue  hardship  on  the  operation  of  its  program. 
Facilities  must  be  readily  accessible  to,  and  usable 
by,  handicapped  students. 
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This  publication  will  be  up-dated  as  the  need  arises.  A 
survey  will  be  conducted  on  an  annual  basis  to  determine  from 
each  of  the  participating  colleges  if  any  major  changes  in 
their  campus  or  their  program  has  changed  the  degree  of 
accessibility  that  is  outlined  in  the  publication.  Any  colleges 
who  want  to  make  major  changes  in  their  page  between  the  annual 
surveys  can  feel  free  to  submit  their  material  to  the  Department 
of  Rehabilitative  Services,  4901  Fitzhugh  Avenue,  P.0.
